TROLLEY TOURIST 
TERMINATES TRIP 


Tribune's Traveler Arrives at 


New York After Jolting 
Journey Down State— 
1,278 Miles in 8 Days. 


MANY LINES TORTUOUS. 


Discovers One Reason Why Poli- 
ticians G0 Down Hill Fast at 
Albahy-Features of Last 
Day's Run. 


BY ELLIOTT FLOWER. 

New York, April 56.—[Special.)}—I finished 
my trolley journey of 1,278 miles, from Chi- 
cago to New York, in this city tonight. I 
found the task near the end the hardest, most 
strenuous, and most exasperating of the en- 
tire eight days’ trip. 

It was bad enough from Tarrytown to 
White Plains, wotse from White Plains to 
Mount Vernon, and unspeakable from Mount 
Vernon to Manhattan, 

It was not real interurban service at all, 
but just a series of short, g@ lines 
requiring many changes of cars. Except 
from Tarrytown to White Plains they were 
crowded to suffocation nearly all the time 
anc they were slow, being over three hours 
in covering something like forty miles. 
Aside from that the day bad been much 
like others. 

There was one gap in the trolley connec- 
tions between Albany and New York no. 
mütter how I figured it. I was tod that 
there would be no difficulty in going east 
from Albany toward Boston, and I knew I 
could get trolley connections with New 
Tork if I could only get far enough into 
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Massachusetts. At least a dozen people told 


me about some one who actually had made 
the trolley” trip from Boston to Albany, but 
not one of them could tell me how it was 
done and I haven't learned yet. 


No Line East from Albany. 

I could find no interurban line running east 
from Albany, and to go that way would 
have required a steam railroad jump to 
Greenfield, Mass., with no certainty as to 
what I might find beyond that. The jump 
to Greenfield represented a distance just 
about as great as the trolley gap between 
New York and Albany by the more direct 
route down the Hudson river. So at the 
last minute I abandoned the Massachusetts 
route that I previously had considered the 
certainly available one, and turned south. I 
went by trolley from Albany to Hudson, 
passing through .. Rensselaer, Clinton 
Heights, Bast Greenbush, Nassau, North 
Chatham, Kinderhook, Roesman, and Stott- 
ville. 

From Hudson I took the New York Cen- 
tral to Yonkers, but discovered en route that 
I need not go so far to get another trolley, as 
there was a line not shown on my maps be- 
tween Tarrytown and White Plains. 80,1 
left the train at Tarrytown, and went 
southwest to White Plains, where I connect- 
ed with a line that connected with another 
line that ultimately brought me to Manhat- 
tan. 

Finds Lines Tortuous. 

In all my trolley experiende, I have never 
come across such tortuous lines. A mere 
enumeration of the towns through which I 
passed gives no adequate idea of the curves 
and angles. This is due in some measure to 


the hills that had to be climbed or avoided. 


We occasionally made several circles try- 
ing to get up a hill and even then grades 
were flerce. A man needs confidence not 
only in the motorman but also in the manu- 
facturer of the brakes in order to enjoy the 
ride from Tarrytown to White Plains. Be- 
fore that I thought the lack of trolley trans- 
portation down the Hudgon river might be 
due to the mountainous nature of the coun- 
try, but after that I could see no reason why 
a trolley should mot climb a tree. 

My route from Tarrytown to New York lay 
through Elmeford, White Plains, Bronx- 
ville, Mount Vernon, and Fordham. I cov- 
ered altogether 167 miles, just about half 
of which was by trolley. The cost for fares 
today was $2.48. This makes a grand total 
for the trip, 1,278 miles, at a cost of $23.55. 
Perhaps it should be taken into considera- 
tion in connection with the distressing ser- 
vice coming into New York that the fare 
was much less than on lines where there 
was real interurban service, being only 5 
cents from point to point. 


Hudson Route Difficult. 


I am confident that all the gaps between 
Albany and Chicago will be filled in before 
the gaps between Albany and New York are, 
unless perhaps by way of Massachusetts. 
The Hudson route is difficult and there is 
probably less need of interurban trolley com- 
munication. The trolley people, however, 
can do a lot to help their business by giving a 
little more publicity to what they can do in 
the way of transportation. I could always 
find out how to get to a given point by steam 
road, but it was difficult to learn what could 
be done by trolley. The best information I 
could get before starting led me to think I 
could make much more of the trip by trolley, 
but that it would take me several days long- 
er than it has. 

As @ matter of fact, I gained nothing in 
time when I used the steam roads to cover 
gaps. Trolley transportation is usually even 
quicker for short distances and the time 
from Chicago to New York, the way I came. 
will be no longer when the trolley gaps are 
filled in. 


Impressions and Guesses. 

I have had only fleeting impressions of 
cities along the way. My fleeting impression 
of Albany is that you are always going up 
hill or down and I understand politicians 
have occasionally gone down hill fast there. 
Albany is also strict in the enforcement of 
its Sunday closing law. There is no possible 
way of getting a drink there on Sunday un-

SHOOTS CHILD BY ACCIDENT;

As the result of the accidental discharge 
of a revolver, two lives are hanging by a 
thread at Mercy hospital, Gary, Ind.

MILWAUKEE’S BOY MAYORBUYS - 
AIRSHIP FOR CAMPAIGN TRIP. 


Sherbie Becker Says He Will Be Candi- 
date for Governor of Wisconsin and 
Will Travel in Balloon.

Patrolman Walsh Dangerously 
Wounded in Dispersing Crowd. 


WEAPON LAW NEED SHOWN, 


Attack Takes Place at Willow Street

At roll call in the evening Lieut. Heidel- 
meier instructed Patrolmen Walsh and Peter- 
son to driye away the loliterers that infested 
the cornets, as the citizens were making nu- 
merous complaints. 

Two hours later Peterson left Walsh to go 
to a patrol box for the purpose of reporting 
to the station. A few minutes later he heard 
two shots, and when he reached Willow 
street and Clybourn avenue he found Walsh 
shot. 

New Man on Police Force. 

The wounded man was removed to the 
Alexian Brothers hospital, where it was 
found he had peen shot in the left side. The 
doctors say the wound is and may 
result fatally. Walsh has been on the force 
less than a month. 

At the hospital Walsh said that Kier Peter- 
son left him he proceeded to the corner, 
where he had arranged to meet him after he 
had reported. As he approached there was 
a crowd of young men there. 

Walsh ordered them to move on. They 
threatened to take his star from him, and 
with the threat started toward him. 

Knowing the general reputation of the 
gang, Walsh drew his ‘revolver and shot in 
the air, intending to scare them and also to 
call Peterson to his assistance. The shot had 
the desired effect and the men started to 
run. They had proceeded about fifty yards 
when one of the crowd turned and fired, and 
Walsh dropped to the ground. 

Identifies One of Crowd. 

Shortly before 1 o'clock this morning five 

young men, who had been arrested, were 
taken to the Alexian Brothers’ hospital. 
They were: Fred Brennan, Peter Eckert, 
Fred Conway, Walter Delaney, and John 
Wells. After looking over the men Police- 
man Walsh identified Brennan as being one 
of the crowd of young men. He was not 
sure about the others. 
Walsh was operated on and the bullet re- 
moved. Acting Chief of Police Schuettier 
remained with him during the greater part 
of the night. 

The hospital physician said at 1:90 o'clock 
this morning that Walsh had only a slight 
chance of recovery. The bullet had pierced 
his liver, making a dengerous wound. 


Bullets Fly; Bystanders Shot. 

Frank Baker, an innocent bystander,” 
was shot in the thigh during a pistol bat- 
tle early in the morning at Michigan and 
Wells streets. Benjamin Dopker, a pri- 
vate watchman, exchanged several shots 
with three unidentified men. who assaulted 
and attempted to rob Emil Ross, 30 Wells 
street.

Prohibitionists Working Hard 
in Twenty-seventh Ward 
to Elect Kletzing. 


The spectacular features of tomorrow's 
aldermanic election have been contributed 
by the Municipal Voters’ league. Were it 
not for its efforts the affair would be sim- | 
ply a series of ward contests in but few 
of which even a ward interest would be felt. 
But the l e has succeeded in arousing 
general interest in at least one ward where 
otherwise only the residents would have 
bothered their heads. 

In doing this the feague has departed from 
its old time custom. Formerly it made its 
fights all over the city. This time it started 
out with only four wards on which it made 
any special point, the Sixth, Eighth, Twenty- 
fifth, and Thirty-second. Recently it has 
concentrated all its efforts in the Twenty- 
fifth, seemingly leaving the others to work 
out their own salvation. 

As a result the Twenty-fifth is the battle 
ground of the campaign. The republican 
organization, which is in better shape th 
than anywhere else, has taken up the league's 
challenge and met it not only defensively 
but offensively. It has insisted that the 
animus of the league is purely personal, that 
it has taken up a candidate to try to beat 
the republican nominee, whom in other cir- 
cumstances it would not. consider worth 
mentioning, and is trying to show its power. 

Healy Censures the M. V. L. 

All of which has led political observers to 
wonder whether the league has not made a 
serious mistake by putting all its eggs into 
one basket. It it wine in the Twenty-fifth 
ward it certainly gaine prestige, but if it 
loses—and the politiciane think it will lose 
it certainly loses prestige, and ite influence 
among the aldermen can hardly be anything 
like it has been in times past. State's Attor- 
ney Healy put the situation in these words 
last evening: . 

“It looks to me da if the Municipal Voters’ 
league was riding toa fall. It has got away 
from its old ideas. It is paying no attention 
to any ward except the Twenty-fifth, as if 
the alderman from there formed a majority 
of the city council. There are wards in 
which there are absolutely unfit candidates, 
and yet it has nothing to say about them. 

“It has spent over $3,000 in the Twenty- 
fifth ward in its attempt to elect ite candi- 
date. Its idea see to be that if it can only 
elect Thomson it say, We did it.’ The 
trouble is the league seems to haye got toa 
stage where it acts simply according to the 
personal prejudice of a few men. It is not 
the representative body it once was. 

“ These few men did not like Ald. Willis- 
ton, so they set out to beat him. To do it they 
picked up a young man whose entire public 
service has consisted in once serving as a 
judge of election. Had the party organiza- 
tion nominated him these same gentlemen 
would have denounced us roundly for boss- 
ism and usurpation of power in trying to 
force an unknown and presumably unfit man 
into the city council. They would have had 
justice on their side in that argument.“ 


Interest Waning in the Sixth. 


In the Sixth ward the interest in the con- 
test seems to be waning. Both factions in 
the republican organization have rallied 
around McCoid, so he will get his full party 
support. On the other hand there is a large 
independent vote in this ward, more than 
in any other in the city, and Schoeneman, 
the democratic candidate, will get some of 
it. Independents expect to draw some more, 
so there is enough doubt about the result

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Rudolph Brand Claims Standard Seeks 
to Hide Own Misdeeds. 


At last the main impetu@ and secret 
Strength of the prohibition movement now 
sweeping the country have been laid bare.

Statements to this effect are being circu- 
lated by the liquor organizations, together 
with appeals to the public to combat pro- 
hibition as the latest manifestation of trust 
maneuvering. One leader who has given 
public utterance to the charge is Rudolph 
Brand, president of the United States Brew- 
ing company. 


Rockefeller as Backer. 

“The suspicions that large moneyed inter- 
ests are behind this movement have grown 
from day to day,” said Mr. Brand, in a 
speech to Detroit liquor dealers that became 
public yesterday. ‘ These suspicions have 
become. almost a certainty. John D. Rocke- 
feller has declared for prohibition and sev- 
eral of his associates in the Standard Oil 
company, such as W. T. Wardwell and oth- 
ers, are known to be large SB sho to the 
cause. a ; 

“In history we find many ſnstances where 

despots precipitated wars for nc other pur- 
pose than to, stile the unrest of their sub- 
jects. There is reason for the belief that 
this gigantic corporation is imitating the 
despots by supporting the prohibition move- 
me in order, thereby, to raise an issue 
that will direct attention from their own 
methods. 
“If this belief is true, the common people 
of America will arise in their might and 
complete the destruction of the arrogant 
Standard Oil company.“ 


Busy as Bees on Battle’s Eve. 


The saloon organisations and the reform 
forces will meke their final preparations to- 
day for the battle at the polls tomorrow. 
The personal liberty organization will lend 
all the aid in its power to compass the de- 
feat of E. L. Klietzing, the prohibition can- 
didate in the Twenty-seventh ward.

It was only six years after his entrance 
into political life when Mr. Asquith was 
selected as a cabinet officer, he becoming 
home secretary in 1892. He retained this posi- 
tion until 1895, when the fall of Lord Rose- 
bery’s kovernment brought about his resig- 
nation. 

With the rise of Campbell Bannerman to 
the leadership of the Hberals, Asquith became 
his chief lieutenant. He did not seek this 
advancement, and, in fact, was called cold- 
blooded by some Of his followers because he 
did not attempt to push himself over the head 
of “C.-B.” Later Aequith was made chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, which office he had 
administered well. 

The present Mra. Asquith, whom the states- 
man wedded in 1804, after the death of his 
first wife, in 1881, is as devoted to politics 
as her hueband. She was Miss Margot Ten- 
nant, daughter of Sir Charles Tennant. Her 
interest in politics and her favoritiem in 
London society have done much to advance 
the interests of her husband.

EDUCATING THE NEGRO. 

One paragraph in the recent Chicago 
address by Booker Washington furniahes 
occasion for sérious thought. There are 
in the United States nearly a million and 
a hal of negro children of school age 
who are not even enrolled in the public 
schools.. In the case of many others, nota- 
bly in the country districts, the school 
term lasts only four or five months. 
While such a condition exists the conten- 
tion is correct that no one has a just 
ground for declaring that education has 
proved a failure as a force in uplifting 
the negro race. 

In the opinion of many people the 
“ universities founded by philanthropists 
just after the war for the education of 
the negroes have failed in the realization 
of their purpose. They were planned for 
the higher training of those who Jacked 
the foundations. They and their gradu- 
ates have done some good. But the re- 
sults have mot been what benevolently 
inclined northerners heped to secure, 

The newer form of industrial and tech- 
nical education appeals to an increasingly 
large number as the more practical for the 
negro. The preacher and the teacher have 
their importance. In a race of wage 
earners the skilled mechanic may have 
greater influence in uplifting his fellows 
by an example of honest industry bring- 
ing lasting results. The training im trades 
means much to the future of the negro 
in the fields of competition. 

The education of the children, however, 
is a matter of far greater moment from 
the standpoint of the future. The possi- 
bility of accomplishing much in the direc- 
tion of training men and women just 
emerging from the condition of slavery 
was doubted by many in 1800 The hope 
of being able to teach he younger ones 
of those born in bond: ge was not efron. 
The chance of helping a few of the 
brighter minds was most influential in 

ng support for educational move- 
ments a quarter of a century ago. 

But slavery cannot be blamed the 
negro children of the present day are ‘not 
educated. The fault will be that of the 
American people. In the light of history 
and in consideration of what has been 
well understood regarding the relation- 
Ship of illiteracy to crime, it is clear that 
the proper provision for the education of 
negro children is essential both from the 
viewpoint of the uplift of the race and 
also from the larger consideration of na- 
tional security. : a

Lord Montgomery, lieutenant of the Second 
Lifeguards, who engagement to Lady 
Beatrice Dalrymple has just been announced, 
is the eldest son and heir of the present and 


fifteenth earl of Eglinton. 


Lord Eglinton is a younger son of that thir- 
teenth earl, famous as the organiser of the 
Eglinton Medieval tournament, which was 
held at Eglinton castle near seventy years 
ago, and in which not only the éarl himself 
and many other peers of high degree took 
part, but also Prince Louis Bonaparte, who 
afterwards ascended the throne of France as 
Napoleon III. 

That Lord Eglinton was undoubtedly the 
most notable figure at the tournament, both 
in grace of bearing, in strength, and in 
agility; and whereas the other knights, by 
reason of the great weight of their armor. 
had to be hoisted into their saddles like so 
many raw recruits in an army riding school, 
the earl vaulted into his seat, over sixteen 
hands high, without touching his stirrup and 
as lightly as a feather, though his armor 
was among the heaviest of these who took 
part in this historic pageant, portrayed by 
Lord Beaconsfield and other novelists, and 
which had been instituted for the purpose of 
showing the world a living picture of old 
world chivalry. It is estimated that the at- 
fair cost the thirteenth earl nearly $500,000. 
This, together with the splendor of his ea- 
tablishment when viceroy of Ireland, 
crippled for a time the resources of his suc- 
cessors, 

In spite of this, the present Lord Helinton 
is.extremely well off, owing to the fact that 
his possessions are situated im one of the 
richest mineral districts of the united king- 
dom, and there is no ground for thé popular 
impression that he is in straitened circum- 
stances. 


— 

This impression has risen from the fact 
‘that when his half-brother and predecessor 
in the familly honors died without male issue 
he not only bequeathed everything that he 
possibly could to his daughters, and away 
from the title, but even left directions that 
the jewels and family treasures not entailed 
as heirlooms should be sold by public aue- 
tion for their benefit. 

It is owing to this that gems which had 
belonged to Mary Queen of Scots, including 
six unique black pearls pres@nted by her to 
Mary Seton, and which had remained ever 
since then among the most treasured posses- 
sions of the Seton and Montgomery families, 
came into the market and were bought at a 
public auction by Sir John Blundell Maple, 
the retail furniture dealer of Tottenham 
Court road, in London, and by him presented 
to his daughter, Baroness BEckhardstein, 
whose matrimonial differences with her Ger- 
man husband, formerly attached to the 
kafser’s embassy at Washington, attracted 
so much attention last year. \ 

The present earl cruelly resented this ac- 
tion on the part of his half-brother and pred- 
ecessor, and it has contributed not a little 
to deprive him of that infectious gayety and 
geniality which was so marked a character- 
istic of his gallant father. 

It was the latter, by the bye, who estab- 
lished the steamship service between Gal- 
way and America in the first half of the nine- 
teenth century; a line which would be in ex- 
istence today had it not been for mismanage~ 
ment after his death. 

— 

There are few Scotch peers who unite more 
honors than Lord Eglinton, who combines In 
his person the lines of fio less than four great 
houses; the Montgomerys of Eaglesham, the 
Eglintons of Eglinton, the Barclays Of Ar- 
drossan, and the Setons, one of whose an- 
cestors married the sister of King Robert 
Bruce. 

One of the Montgomerys figures in the 
ballad of Chevy Chase as the courteous 
knight,“ who took “the Percy” prisoner, 
and in Eglinton castle is still preserved the 
battle ax which Sir Hugh Montgomery 
wrested on that occasion from the hand of 
the gallant Hotspur. 

The earldom of Eglinton dates back to 1507, 
and the barony of Montgomery to 1449, 

With regard to the flaricée of young Lord 
Montgomery, she is the eldest daughter of 
Lord and Lady Stair, and a handsome girl. 
It cannot be said that her home life has been 
altogether happy, owing to the differences 
of her parents, which resulted in her father, 
the earl of Stair, securing a divorce three 
years ago against her mother. Through him 
she is descended, not, as so many people be- 
lieve, from the.“ Glencoe earl of Stair but 
from the latter’s younger brother. 


* — 

The Glencoe earl Was so named on ac- 
count of his having been the principal insti- 
gator of the terrible massacre of Glencoe, 
and in his case, as in that of all the other 
perpetrators and instigators of the deed of 
blood in question, the so-called curse of 
Glencoe, to the effect May thelr wives be 
ever childless, was in a measure fulfilled. 

For King William IIL, who signed the de- 
erée for the massacre, died childless, the 
name and family of Campbell of Gleniyon, 
who commanded the band that perpetrated 
the massacre, became utterly extinct soon 
after his own death, 

The Gle earl’s”’ eldest son was killed 
by his younger brother, who predeceased his 
father, while the remains of the wife of the 
„ Glencoe earl remain unburied to this day. 
Shortly before her death she expressed a de- 
sire that she should not be put underground, 
but that her coffin should be set upright on 
end above ground, promising that while she 
remained in that situation the Dalrymples 
will continue to flourish. 

Her directions were complied with and to 
this day her coffin stands upright in the aisle 
of the Church of Kirkliston, the burial place

‘A marion! skin whitener which is perfect- 
ly harmless and which, it is claimed, is a fa- 
vorite of the French women, is made as foi- 
lows:

For shaded places, under trees, the 
north side of the house, or similar places 
where there is only a little — the mix- 
ture-should be varied. 

Begin rolling the lawn in the spring, just 
as soon as the frost bas left the soll, for the 
frost heaves the plants out more or less. In 
some cases it is a benefit to spread a thin 
layer, one-quarter of an inch, of soll over it 
before rolling. The rolling should be kept 
up at frequent intervals all summer, but in 
the spring it is necessary to do it several 
times in the first few weeks. Use as heavy 

à roller as possible; a 300 pound roller is about 
all one man can push. 

The roller should be in sections, so that 
in turning sharp corners the sod will not be 
torn. A water ballast roller is better, for the

The journeymen barbers have ‘pecelv- 
ing Trom $14 to $16 a week and half of all 
their chair made in excess of $22 a week. The 
master barbers wanted thie basis increased 
ta $23 a week. The journeymen objected 
and the master barbers declared that if they 
would not consent they would place no 
tipping” signs in the shops. 

The master barbers figure that each barber 
receives 75 cents a day from customers in 
tips, which means that the Pittsburg people 
pay $250,000 annually for, tips to barbers. 
The owners of the shops think the workmen 
are making more money than themselves.
